The twelfth annual session of the 
Methodist Conference cenvened in Pasa: 
dena Wednesday evening. The hew 


church had been handsomely decorated | 


with cut flowers, and presented an appear- 
ance long te be remembered by the visiting 
brothers. | 

‘Dr. Bovard. of this city presided over the 
meeting, and opened. the evening session 
with prayer, 

Dr. W. A. Spencer, assistant secretary of 
church extension, was then introduced, and 
alter singing several songs, he delivered the 


address of the evening. 
He began by saying that he came 5000 


to the people of California. that he 
asked permission to come to the coast, and 
then started right off for fear he would not 
get a favorable answer to his,request. He 
said ve proposed to make the remarkable 
offer to the people of Southern California, 
that for every dollar that thky con- 
‘tributed for chureh extension they would 
receive a British sovereign in return. 
“In other words, if you raise $1500 for 
us, we will give vou $7000 in return.” 
He said that seme.pgople were inclined to 
take a gloomy view of the future of our 
chureh, but he thanked God that the church 
was moving crandly 90, and wou!ld continue 
to do so uniess all the noble Methodist 
preachers conciuded to backside. Contin- 
he said: “I am giad we are not a 
charch of backsliders. | «m clad there isa 
revival spirit in Methodism today. 
year one Rendred and jifty thousand souls 
were converted to God at Methodist altars, 
and I hope and pray that we shali soon see 
the time when we Metiedist preachers will 
be able to lay one million suuls upoa God's 
altar as our offering. 

“Let us all geton fire for Jesus at once; 
let us all feel the thrill of the niigbty power 
of Christ to save at one time, and we will 
have a million souls fer Jesus during 1559. 
fam proud to say that we are doing more 


—than-any-other body of -Chrisians,_For ten 


years past we have been building twe 
churches a day, and if the Methodist 
reachers do not backslide we will soon be 
uilding three a day. We need our young 

en to take up the Gospel of Christ, and 
in fifteen years we will have 15,000 bnew 
Within the bounds of your con- 
fereuce during the past year we have 
Dduilt many new churches, and we ought 
to build 100 more in .your State in the next 
year.” Aftera brief statement of his sue- 


céss in raising funds on the coast and } 


thanking the presiding elders of this cons 
ference fer the noble assistance they had 
rendered his cause, he ‘preceeded to ex- 
plain his plan for raising funds for the so- 
ciety he had the honor to represent. He

of church extension. They were expected 
to continue during life, but could be mus-

him a postal card signifying their intention

President Green inéroduced Judge Hes- 
terof Pasadena. Judgee Hester said: 

- “The pleasant task has been assigned to 
“me of extending ito the Bishop, the mem- 
bers and the visiting brethren of the South- 
ern California Centerence the hearty wel- 
come of the Methodists of Pasadena, 

“This is the Grst. time in the history of 
Pasadena Methodism that we have been 
honored by the presenee of this honorabie 
bedy. We fee! proud of tie distinetion 
thas shown us. Hitherto Vasadena’s 
church has worked ainong tke smaller 
charges of the conference, and conse- 
quently the anuual sesstons of the confer- 
ehce have been held elsewhere. But today 
we feel like the littie boy with his first pair, 
of boots—that we are about as big as our 
bigger brothers. i . 

**Methodism was planted in this place 
withthe first settlement of the ground b 
Americans, but, until recently, its rrowth

ohn Westey and Francis Asbury—the 
good old Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
most of us were cradied in the lap of Meth- 
odism in eur homes in the East, and we 
find no difficulty in uniting in the fellow- 
ship of that church in our adopted home 
here in beautiful Pasadena, 

“But I nmst beg pardon for this apparent 
doastfulaess. This isa failing ali of us 
Pasadenians have, whether Methodists or 
real-estate agents, as you will doubtless 
Jearn before you have been with us many 


days. 
“And now I wish to say what I have been 


vdelegated to say, and what 1 should have 


said before this, that these loral Methodists 
of Pasadena are glad to have the’ privilege 
of receiving into their homes, and as their 
sts, this, our venerabiec bishop, and those 

rethren of our annual conference. We feel 
that we are opening our doors to men whose 
lives are devoted to the grandest work that 
can engace the human heart and intellect— 
that of Christianizing the world. No more 
earnest, censcientious and se!f-sacrificing

ANOTHER RACE.

Lavin of Stockton was hitching up a span 
of mutes fora tittte race -of—his own behind 
the grand stand. ‘The track was about 40 
feet around, and the mules were attached to 
the Miller Lightning hay-press, made by 
the Stockton Agricultural Works, of which 
Mr. Lavin is agent. The mules watked 
around their little track in about 20 seconds, 
and every time they did so a weight was 
lifted, and fell like a pile-driver, packing 
the hayin the press into a square little 
bale, ‘Then the pile-driver was unhitched, 
and the fiery steeds walked around 
some more, and pressed the bale with 
levers, while their driver secured it with 
cord, and it was rolled out, fit, as one man 


said, to crack a walnut on. The only bad 


thing about the machine isa tendency of 
the big chain to strike the poor mvles on 
their forelegs as they come around the 
turn. Mr. Lavin says that four men can 
turn out a bale every three minutes, and do 
fram 25 to 50 tons a day with this press, and

Senate. 


Jones and Vest on the Declaration of 
Wndependence,

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Sept. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.|  Senate.—In the Sen- 
ate Mr. Platt offered a resolution instruct- 
ing the Committee on Finance to inquire 
whether a foreign syndicate, combination 
or trust controls the production of copper 
in the United States, and has thereby 
largely increased the price of all articles 
made therefrom, and suggesting remedial 
legislation: 

Mr. Spooner’s resolution as to political

The Chinese Exclusion Bill was taken 
up. Mr. Jones of Nevada addressed the 
Senate in support of the bill. He said that 
the discussion now was reduced tothe point 
whether immediate action should be taken 
to prevent the influx of that vile-stream of 
Mongolian barbarism into the pure watets 
of American civilization, or whether the 
people would have ‘to wait until the Chi- 
nese Government should conclude to afford 
the relief. He ought to say that when the 
Democratic party,’atter 1565, took off the 


gray uniform and put on the garb 
of working citizen it -was at a loss 
for a platform. The Democrats had 


been floundering around for some position 
on which to stand, and they, in 18 lit 
upon a curious platform with a high priest 
of protection in command of the troops ana 
mit they put an anti-Chinese. prank. Mr. 
Jones alluded to the advance of the Chinese 
in California, recailing the evil conse- 
quences fluwing frem their presence there, 
aud said that the Democrats had not shown 
much zeal in respect to Chinese exclusion. 
The positions of the two parties afterward 
had been entirely different. The Repub- 
lican party believed that the Declaration of 
Independence was intended for all men 
After the war in 


the limbs of 4,000,000 people, they were in 
no humor to listen to a proposition to ex- 
clude any race. The Democrats, on the 


| other hand, believed that the Declaration of 


Independence meant that all white men 
were equal. They had had long experieuce 
with a pon-assimilating race and “had no 
use for it,’’ when they could not enslave it, 
and were therefore ready to_vote to exciude 
it. So listless had the Democrats been in 
the support of their anti-Chinese proposi- 
tions, that the people of the Pacific Coast 
did not believe much ia their sincerity. -The 
people of the Pacific Coast knew that if 
they once could get a majority of the Repub- 
licans on their side they would see that jus- 
tice was done to them. ; 

Mr. Vest said that he had never, been 
able to understand what was the difference 


of opinion between the Republican party at 


large and the Republicans ot the Pacitic 
Slope as to the meaning of the Declaration 
of Independence. Did the Senator from 
Nevada mean to say that the difference ex- 
isted? Ordidthe Senater agree with the 
Democratic party that this was ne man’s 
government? 

Mr. Jones repiied that as a boy he had 
heard on every patrietic occasion speeches 
deciaring the United States to be the home 
of tne oppressed of all nations, but when 
he went to the Pacific Coast and saw how 
impossible it was for Chinese, to assimilate 
with Americans, he became convinced that 
it was impossible for two distinct and dis- 
similar races to prosper side by side in the 
same country. The barbareus economy of 
the Chinese would take possessien of every 
avenue of industry to the exclusion of 


Americans, and he (Mr. Jones). was in 
favor of defending his own pees. and de- 


fending them quickly. he: evil of 
Chinese immigration, he said, was increas- 
ing daily. Hundreds and ,thou- 


sands of Chinamen were coming anuu- 
aily into the country and driving Americans 
out of employwent. Were the people, he 
asked, to wait upon gilt-edged diplomacy 
until the barbaric Government of China 
should say that it was willing that this 
Government should exclude that hordé of 
immigration, which every one believes to 
he an irreparable injury to the country. 
The people of the Pacific Coast demanded 
that there should be no more delays. He 
said the subject was one over which the 
United States were sovereign, and it was 
derogatory to the dignity.of the American 
people that they should ask the Chinese 
Government to join with them _be- 
fore they could decide who shouid 
pe domiciled ia this country. Those Sena- 
tors who would vote for further delay might 
find great reward in the fact that they had 
maintained the gilt-edged diplomatic con- 
ditions undisturbed, but those whe would 
vote for immediate passage of the bill 
would have their names held in reverence, 
not only by the present population of the 
Pacifie Coast, but by many millions whoar 
to inhabit it in tuture, 

Mr. Vest said that he had seen enough of 
Chinamen in Califormia to make him feel 
that they were vellow fever, cholera and 
smalipox, politically, in acountry. He had 
asked the Senator from Nevada a question 


Wiation therefrom unlawful.

Mr. Grosvenor: submitted an amendment 
making it unlawful for any common Car- 
rier, subject to the provisions of this act, to 
carry retined: oils and-other petroleum pro- 
ducts, cotton-seed oil and turpentine for 
any shipper in tank or cylinder ears, who 
shall own, lease or control the same in any 
manner, except upon the condition that 
said carrier shall charge the same rate for 
transportation of said products in modern 
packages or barrels, in carload lots, as in 
Said tank or cylinder cars, the said tank 
and cylinder and said wooden packages and 
barrels being carried free ib each case.

A Steamer Sunk—Large Loss of Life 
Probable. 

Mapnip, Sept. 15.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] A telegram received here 
says that the steamer Lawrence when en- 
termg Port Luz, Canary Islands, at 6 
o'clock this evéning, ran into the Italian 
steamer Lud America from Mosheirdo. The 
latter vessel, which waslying at anchor, 
sank in a few minutes in 10 fathoms of 
water. The Lud America carried 216 pas- 
Sengers and hadacrew of 67 men. Of 
these 180 passengers and 65 of the crew 
reached the shore safely. Nine bodies have 
thus far been recovered. 

THE POPE AND THE KNIGHTS. 

New York, Sept. 18.—A Rome cable- 
gram says the Catholic News announces 
that a decree of the Holy Office on the 
Knights of Labor question favorable to 
that organization has been forwarded to 
Cardinal Gibbons. 

It will be remembered that in April, 1887, 
His Holiness, concurring in the ideas set 
ferth in a letter of Cardinal Gibbons in fa- 
vor of the Knights, decided that there was. 
no cause for action,, The Pope also de- 
cided that in Canada, where a mandate had 
been issued against the Knights, members 
of the order could receive absplution on 
promise of obedience to the future decis- 
ions of the Hoiy See. The matter having 
been placed before the Holy Office, this de- 
cree isthe result, It setties for good the 
question as faras Rome is concerned, pro- 
vided, of course, the constitution and aims 
ot the order remain the same. 

SCHURZ DEFENDS AMERICAN POLITICS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—Hon. Carl Schurz has 
written a letter to the National Zeitung, 
combatting an article which appeared re- 
cently in the Kreuz Zeitung, on the corrup- 
tion incident to American elections. Schurz 
attacks especially the assertion that a Presi- 
dential election is from first to last merely 
an affair of money.
